“WASHINGTON. — Top level shifts 
at the State Department are under 
consideration which may lead to 
the departure of Assistant Secretary 
of State Joseph Sisco, one of the 
key figures in U.S. Middle East 
policy operations, informed sources 

said yesterday. 

Department spokesman declined to 
comment on published reports here 
that Sisco would be replaced by 
former White House aide Daniel 
Moynihan, now Ambassador in New 
Delhi. 

Officials privately tended to dis- 
count speculation of such a move 
for Moynihan but confirmed that 
Sisco has been unhappy with the 
prospect of continuing in his cur- 
rent post where he has served since 
President Nixon entered the White 
‘House in 1969. 

At the start of Nixon’s second 
term, Sisco reportedly considered 
taking the presidency of a small 
college if he was not promoted to 
an undersecretary position at the 
Department. 

-:The “Washington Post” reported 
that Moynihan, 46, who. was 8 
relatively minor domestic affairs ad- 
viser at the ‘White House but has 


earned good marks as

2,000 along the Egyptien shore of 
the Suez Canal. A token force ‘has 


τς ‘been im Jordan for over three years. 


The PLA in effect severed its 
association with the umbrella PLO 
when that body was taken over by 
Fateh chief Yasser Arafat In 1588. 
It maintains its own command, al- 


though it takes orders — as well 
25 supplies — from the army head- 
quartera of the host countries. Fin- 
anctat contributions are made to 
the PLA by various Arab govern- 
ments, mainly Saudi Arabia and 
Kuwait. 


On two occasions, the PLA ac- 
tively supported the terrorists — 
once against the Jordanian authori- 
ties in September 1970, and again 
in May this year against the 
Lebanese authorities.

The Ministerial Economic Com- 
mittee yesterday authorized a pos- 
sible investment of $8m. for ex- 
pansion of the troubled Arad che- 
mical company. ὡ 

Most of the money would be used 
for construction of two more reac- 
tors, which produce hydrochloric acid 
from magnesium chioride. How- 
ever, a final determination on 
whether the reactors will be built 
must await a series of feasibility 
studies, as well as research into’ 
the availability of sufficient fuel 
for the 900° C reactors, and raw 
materials, which must come from 
the Dead Sea Works. 

The Economic Committee also 
gave Development Minister Haim 
Gvati the go-ahead to continue ope- 
rating the re-built American-design- 
ed reactor, which had failed, and 
to run-in Arad’s new phosphoric 
acid manufacturing facility. Studies 
will. also be made to decide the 
practicality of Ε the other 
reactor that broke down, and whe- 
ther to construct a gas-fired “flui- 


dized bed” type reactor, which De- 
velopment Ministry engineers say 
can produce four times as much 
hydrochloric acid as the present 
reactors. 

Arad Chemicals, in which IL250m. 
has been invested to date, expects 
to show a deficit of IL35m. in the 
1973/74 fiseal year, according to 
its director. 

In another action, the Economic 
Ministers ruled that henceforth a 
company in which the Government 
holds 50 per cent or more of the 
shares may not distribute dividends 
to its shareholders without prior 
consultation with the Minister of 
Finance andthe Director of . the 
State Corporations Authority. -

BERLIN (UPI). — Heinz Galinski, 
chairman of the West Berlin Jewish 
community, has asked the Western 
allies to protest to the Russians 
the establishment in East Berlin of 
an office of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization, Western officials said 
yesterday. 

Mr. Galinski denounced the office 
as an Arab “terror base” in talks 
with David Klein, deputy American 
commandant, and Phillipe Koenig, 
deputy French commandant, the offi- 
cials said. 

Mr. Galinski said that the office 
violates the Big Four agreement on 
Berlin. In the agreement the U.S., 
Britain, France and ‘the Soviet 
Union promise to strive to eliminate 
tension in Berlin and prevent com- 
plications. 

West Berlin Mayor Klaus Schuetz 
in weekend radio and television 
speeches agreed with Mr. Galinski. 
He noted that a bomb exploded at 
the Israeli stand on September 8 
at West Berlin's international radio 
and television exhibition. “This 
Provocation caused us all the more 
concern because at the same time 
it became known that the so-called 
Palestine Liberation nrovement had 
opened an office in East Berlin,” 
he said. 

“It is clear to us that the four- 
power agreement on Berlin provides 
for no such centre for political acts 
of violence,” he added. 

The decision to open an office in 
East Berlin was reached early last 
month when Fatah chief Yasser 
Arafat visited East Berlin during 
the World Youth Festival Reports 
reaching Western officials said the 
office was established this month. 

Western officials sald its purpose 
appeared to be to procure arms, 
money and other support from East 
Germany and the rest of the Soviet 
bloc. They said they feared the of- 
fice could direct terrorist acts in 
West Berlin and West Germany and 
smuggle terrorists into the West 
through West Berlin.

Hounded by a totalitarian 
regime whose authority and 
fideology can make no room for 
dissent, the Sakharovs and Sol- 
-zhenitsyns are the contemporary 
‘heroes of the human _ spirit. 
They put to shame not only 
their Kremlin tormentors, but 
the very Western liberal world 
to whom they appeal, for that 
ποτὰ has long since lost the 
‘aith. 


‘has fashioned a middle class 
ethos rooted in state controlled

The ironic result is that even 
as Sakharov and Solzhenitsyn 
wage their courageous battle,

the West is so anxious to sell 
to the Kremlin will only save 
it from having to democratize 
in order to solve the domestic 
problems which repression has 
created.

were more apparen , too, 
the headlong dash to dei 
would seem more reasonable. 
But in Europe it has yet to be 
shown what the West gained for 
granting legitimacy to Soviet 
conquests during and_immedi- 
ately following World War Two.

known what wheat sales to the 
Soviet Union have given Amer- 
icans besides higher prices. 
Perhaps as the issues become 
defined, second thoughts will 
emerge in Europe and Washing- 
ton, and those who demand a 
genuine price from the Soviets 
in return for entrance into res- 
pectability will be heeded, as 
the Sakharovs and Solzhenitsyns 
80 solemnly urge, as the true 
realists.

Sarah Honig considers the municipal election prospects in the Dan region 


TEL AVIV. — With the Histadrut 
elections behind ws, local politicians 
are polishing their swords in pre- 
paration for the municipal election 
campaign. In most Dan Region ci- 
ties, the campaigns are already 
underway although in most cities 
they are still low-keyed. 

The chief and the nationally most 
significant conteat is being waged 
for control the country’s largest 
city — Tel Aviy. ᾿ 

Here incumbent Mayor Yehoshua 
Rabinowitz is’ reported to be en- 
gaged in an uphill fight to retain 
his control of the Town Hall for 
yet another term. His challenger, 
one of Gahal’s new Tine of dashing 

erals, is Aluf (Res.) Shlomo La- 
at. Better known to the general 
public as “Chie,” Lahat 15 exuding 
confidence and rattles off solutions 
to all of Tel Aviv’s admittedly many 
woes at the drop of the hat. 

His is a decidedly American-style 


campaign, with the main emphasis- 


on the personality of the chief can- 
didate. It is more of ‘“Chich-for- 
Mayor” than Gahal for Tel Aviv. 
Hig wide-smiling face is featured 
on every campaign poster and from 
|. every press communique. The em- 
phasis is on talking to the men in- 
the-street and Mr, Lahat does a 
great deal of it. He is also better 
at it than the hard-working but 
not public-relations-minded Mr. Ra- 
binowitz, 


The result is that Gahal public 
opinion polls put Mr. Lahat in 
the lead, with 38 per cent of the 
city’s residents having already made 
up their minds to cast their ballots 
for him. The polis say that only 
27 per cent of the voters at present 
back Mr. Rabinowltz and that the 
rest of the electorate is stil! un- 
decided. 


_ Labour Alignment sources con- 
firmed unofficially to The Jeru- 
salem Post that their polls also 
show Mr. Rabinowitz lacking in pub- 
lic support, but say that 
to their figures the gap is 
big and that the mayor could 
overtake his opponent once the com- 
petition really goes into high gear. 

However, all is not well for el- 
ther candidate. Both are having 
great trouble in pi to; r 
their Usta of casilatee sar Sel 
nowitz has yet to find a number- 
two man. His last number two, Mr. 
Ariel Amiad, resigned last year in 
protest at not being given enough 
freedom of action. Ever since, the 
mayor has reportedly mot been having 
much success jn recruiting another 
high-ranking army officer to add 
glamour to the rather lacklustre 
Alignment list. 


Lahat wants ‘experts’ 


Mr. Lahbat is not much better off. 
He had informed the Tel Aviv fac- 
tion of the Liberal Party, which 
had nominated him, that he would 
like some of the City Council seats 
usually allotted to party activists 
to go to “experts” who, he says, 
would help him run the city, once 
elected. The party leaders say that 
technocrats can always be employ- 
ed by the city but that the Councl 
seats must go to politicians who 
have spent a great deal of effort 
in advancing party causes.
